Local Correspondence.

JonNsTowx, March 28, 1870.

Dear Freeman—The plezsant sunshine of
‘ast Friday and Saturday eaused our mind
to revert to the past, and to reflect upon the |
first seasons we ever beheld, or at least re- |
member beholding. That time was in 1820, |
when we first saw the folks planting corn. |
The ground bad Leen plowed with a weoden |
plow—mouldboard, share, and all, and af- |
terwards smothered cver with a large thorn |
bush. The trappings of the horses were
made of ropes and the bark of trees. The |
stumps and stunes were bauled off on a sled, |
there being no wagon about, except a kind
of trundlc, the wheels of which were made |
of cuts of wood sawed off the but end of a |
white cak tree. The following harvest was {
reaped with sickles, the grass mowed witha
Dutch scythe, which was sharpened by beat-
ing it with a hammer. The hay was hauled
in on a sled and pitched with wocden pitch-
forks. I'be wheat, rye and corn were ground
at tread-mills. Two or four horses were |
placed on one side of a wheel which was |
nearly but not guite horizontal, and their |
weight caused it to revolve, and to propel |
other machivery. Corn was husked, build- |
ings erected, and flax scutched and cven
blankets fulled by frolics. It was amusing
tc witness six or eight persons kicking flan- |
el, oo a floor which flunuel was saturated
with scap suds. Threshiog was done alto- |
gether with flails. The grain apd chaff
were separated as follows: A Jarge tow
shest was fastened by cords at one end to
the wall of tae barn, while a man canght
the other end, and, by waving the sheet,
produced a current of wind, while another
shook the chafly grain through a sieve or
riddle just over the current afuresaid, and
the chaft was thus blown away. Such was |
the condition of things in 1820—or fifty |
years ago, Flint locks, brush fences, burn
ing log and brush heaps, loom up before our

we cau smell the smoke of the burning rub- |

the green grass, ag ol yore, when we had to
herd the cows. Many a rural sight, such as
have we witnessed—such as burning |
clearings, and woods on fire, viewed after |
uightfall ; but the most;magnificent sight we
ever witnessed was a night view of a field of |
standing dead timber on fire.  IT all the ship
masts in New York Larbor were on a blaze
at one time, the scene could not be more
greud than that of a thousaud standing trees
vn fire, with bigh spring winds diiving the
spurks, like n dense shower of meteors, in all
directions. Nothing could excel the sight
except a city or a prairie on fire. We saw
the falling meteors in 1832 and the city of
Pittsburgh on fire in 1844, but we think the
